Claims 9, 10, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Taniguchi (5,945,239). 

Taniguchi shows an adjustment method for an optical projection system 
comprising: 

an illumination optical system (1); 

a projection optical system (figure 1); 

measuring means for measuring telecentricity of said projection optical system 
with respect to different Image heights (column 2, lines 26+); and 

adjusting means for adjusting an Incidence angle, upon the reticle, of illumination 
light corresponding to each of the different image heights, to correct the telecentricity 
with respect to a respective image height (column 2, lines 34+). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 1 and 13-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
